A special chair, built large to 
accommodate Jukich, for he is a large 
man, has been placed in the cell.

slight hissing sound will mean Jukich’s 
only warning of the invisible death 
which will overwhelm him when the 
executioner turns the valve admiting 
the gas. 
Doctors have said it will be a quick 
and painless death.
